son N athan, and Arthur Dunkin are 
charged with murder 
in connection 
with the slaying.

trial, with indications that the hear­

Monday. 
Hundreds of persons 
braved the rain and 
mud of Friday 
to get here and crowded the circuit 
courtroom where the
